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Miles Jupp is a busy man. You can’t 
turn on Radio 4 or watch a panel 
game without him popping up with 
his genial middle-class shtick. He’s 
won our sympathy as Nigel the 
lay reader in Rev, and will be back 
on TV soon as hopeless PR John 
Duggan in The Thick of It. Then 
there’s a Michael Winterbottom 
film starring Steve Coogan called 
The King of Soho, a new book 
to promote, and a stage show to 
perform. He’s even been in a Harry 
Potter. (Parents may still remember 
him as Archie in Balamory, though 
it’s fair to say he’s come a long way 
since then.) 

Now he’s just back from filming 
a third series of BBC3’s Gary; Tank 
Commander in Glasgow, and is 
staring down the barrel of a month’s 
UK live tour. Plus he’s just moved 
house, put his back out laying the 
lawn with his son, and has twins due 
in August. 

No wonder he’s feeling a bit under 
the weather. 

In person Jupp’s a lot less 
plummy than his stand-up persona 
(“I’m really not as posh as people 
think. We’re not landed or anything”) 
but still the sort of thoroughly 


decent chap who has a way of 
making a newly pressed shirt look 
crumpled and a predisposition for 
worrying. We find a sunny spot 
in the courtyard of a local cafe 
where Jupp can attempt to “cook 
himself healthy”. 

We’re here to discuss his new 
book, Fibber in the Heat, which he’ll 
also be talking about at a special 
Rye Bookshop event at the end of 
May. It is the book of his successful 
stage show, which relates his 
attempt in 2006 to turn his passion 
for cricket into a career by blagging 
his way into the press corps for 
England’s test tour of India. Without 
giving too much away, suffice it to 
say that things don’t go entirely to 
plan and young Miles learns a few 
things about himself, India, and 
journalism. Alongside the dinner 
party anecdotage (getting drunk 
with David Gower and getting taken 
for a ride in Delhi) are moments of 
utter wretchedness and some 
nail-biting cricket. 

“The book allowed me to go into 
much greater depth; in a stage show 
you have to keep things relatively 
light, whereas in a book you can talk 
about how specifically gloomy you 


were.” And as readers discover, 
he did get very gloomy indeed. 

“But lots of it was fantastic,” he 
reassures. “There were moments 
of real joy. Khana National Park 
was an extraordinary place. Then 
meeting your heroes is always an 
exciting thing. And England winning 
in Mumbai - that was one of the 
greatest experiences of my life.” 

When he subsequently met one 
of the heroes of the Mumbai victory, 
spin bowler Shaun Udal, at a dinner 
back home, Jupp cornered him and 
proceeded to drunkenly explain, in 
true fan style, just how much that 
match had meant to him: “He was 
terribly polite about it though.” 

Does Jupp get the opportunity for 
much cricket these days? “The last 
time I played cricket was three days 
after my son was born and I tore 
a muscle in my knee. I’m rubbish, 
but it’s good fun.” 

Mainly he prefers to be a 
spectator and rates the Oval as 
his favourite ground in the world. 
“The first ever Test match I went 
to see was at the Oval. It’s where 
I saw us reclaim the Ashes. I love 
the atmosphere there.

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doesn’t feel real. You can be shushed 
for enjoying yourself at Lord’s.” 

This Oval versus Lord’s dichotomy 
is, it turns out, part of a broader south 
London patriotism. He’s a recent 
convert, having moved from Kilburn 
to Nunhead with his wife Rachel 
two-and-a-half years ago and just 
relocated to the Bellenden Road area 
of Peckham in advance of the arrival 
of more children. (“Make sure you say 
Peckham,” states Jupp categorically, 
“It’s terrible when people round here 
claim this is East Dulwich.”) 

“It feels completely different living 
in south London. It’s more relaxed. 

We came here for the space. And 
there’s lots of things to do - parks, 
cafes... you start prioritising these 
things when you become parents. It’s 
nice going to the park and not being 
the only adult who’s not a nanny. 
There’s more of an atmosphere of 
stay-at-home and self-employed mums 
and dads round here. 

On your doorstep 

“I’ve been on tour a lot lately but one 
of my favourite things is on a Saturday 
going to the market for no reason. Just 
wandering about and bumping into 
people. And I love all the Victorian 
terraces. They’re one of the great 
architectural templates and Tardis-like 
inside.” 

He’s also got to know the local 
independent bookshops, especially 
the fledgling Rye Books in East 
Dulwich, with whom he’s putting on 
the Fibber event. “When Rye Books 
opened about a year ago, we were 
very excited to have somewhere like 
that so near us. Where we live there 
are three independent bookshops 
I can walk to, which I think is 
absolutely fantastic. I’m going round 
the literary festivals, but it’s nice to do 
something that’s on your doorstep.” 

So... author, scriptwriter, actor, 
stand up, panel show regular, 
erstwhile cricket journalist - what 
does it say on his business card? 

“I always say put actor first. I don’t 
know if it’s a paranoid thing to keep 
reminding people. I think if you 
appear too much as yourself on TV 
people can’t watch you act any more. 

“But I genuinely like panel shows. 

I prefer doing that to standing on a 
stage at night. I find people talking to 
each other funnier than one person 
talking. And there’s a car home.” 

Isn’t stand up quite terrifying? Being 
yourself, not playing a part? “I started 



when I was 20 and had the arrogance 
of youth on my side. It never occurred 
to me that it might be unacceptable to 
stand on stage and say what I thought 
about stuff. But I’m 32 now and I 
wouldn’t be able to start it now.” 

Next up, after the book tour and the 
twins, will be writing (and performing 
in) a second series of Radio 4 
sitcom In and Out of the Kitchen 
and hopefully some more narrative 
comedy. He’d also like to write 
another travel book but thinks getting 
away from home so soon after the 
move and with a houseful of young 
children might be tricky. “And I’ve got 
a lot of decorating to do.” }

Time called on The Ivy House 

The Ivy House, a pub steeped in musical history 
and local charm, closed abruptly on 22 April, 
leaving staff and loyal punters in dismay. Though 
the 1930s-style pub, owned by Enterprise Inns, 
was under a flimsy lease, the notice period of just a 
few days came as a shock to many. But thanks to 
the local community, the pub was saved at the last 
minute from being turned into another block of flats. 

“They suddenly ended our lease,” said the now 
ex-manager Nick McNeill. “We had heard stories 
it had been sold to developers to be knocked 
down and have something more lucrative built. But 
once the locals got wind of it, all this crazy action 
happened and within two days it was a Grade 
ll-listed building. Now no one can do anything with 
the building except run it as a pub. Hopefully soon 
it can be re-opened as a community-owned pub.” 

The news that Ivy House had been listed came 
through just in time for the big farewell party on 
Sunday 22 April. 

“The final day was fantastic,” said McNeill. “We 
had live music with lots of our favourite local bands. 

I was terribly shocked by the huge response to the 
pub being sold, we’re just a little out-of-the-way 
pub, but we have a hardcore group of locals, and 
all I can say for the moment is watch this space... 


The CoolTan catwalk 

CoolTan Arts has been 
busy of late. Not only did

Head out to a bar, hotel 
or even festival in London, 
and chances are Mark 
Fuller has had some 
involvement in it. 

Lucy Jones meets the 
entrepreneur to discuss 
how the capital’s 
entertainment scene 
has changed 


“The day we opened the Sanctum 
Soho Hotel, I came back, I think 
it was after the Killers, and I sat 
around my Jacuzzi with Prince 
Harry, Tom Jones and Natalie 
Imbruglia smoking cigars.” 

Just an everyday occurrence in 
the life of self-confessed veteran 
of the London social scene, Mark 
Fuller. Having owned Embassy 
nightclub in Mayfair for 30 years, 
along with several other clubs, 
restaurants, hotels and London- 
based businesses - as well as 
being involved with events at 
Hard Rock Calling, V Festival 
and Princess Diana’s memorial 
concert amongst others - there 


are few who are more in-tune with 
the lifestyle our city has to offer. 

“I’m very excited by what’s 
happening now,” he says with 
enthusiasm. “I think that for 
a while we were all very busy 
looking for champagne with 
sparklers coming out; we 
thought that was cool and trendy. 
It’s fantastic that now you’ve 
got this whole sort of evolving 
social scene.” 

Returning for a second year on 
the judging panel of the London 
Lifestyle Awards that take place 
in October, Fuller can barely 
contain his excitement as he talks 
about the recession bringing the 


“rejuvenation” of our capital. “It’s 
never been better and it’s never 
been better value for money. It 
was kind of refreshing to see an 
awards system that quite simply 
looked at everything London 
rather than just the entertainment 
industry. It should be celebrated 
and I think these are exactly the 
awards that should do it.” 

When I arrive at his Berkshire 
hotel, Sanctum on the Green, 
Fuller is spreading his enthusiasm 
in a staff meeting, his voice 
booming through the quaint and 
ever-so-stylish ‘lounge’ with a tone 
that rings as clearly as Sir Alan 
Sugar in The Boardroom.

Starting out as a roadie for bands 
like Thin Lizzy and the Ramones, 
Mark’s career has taken him through 
many different phases. He worked 
within the photographic industry 
under Lord Snowdon and Lord 
Lichfield. “I actually did the Royal 
engagement and the Royal wedding 
pictures of Charles and Diana,” he 
reveals to an impressed interviewer. 

As a restaurateur, he has teamed 
up with the experts, such as top chef 
Marco Pierre White (“completely 
barking mad!”) with whom he ran 
Sugar Reef in Piccadilly, as well as 
18-year-old ‘super-chef Luke Thomas, 
who is head chef of Luke’s Dining 
Room at Sanctum on the Green. 
Changing for the good 
Music has always been a constant 
theme throughout Fuller’s career; 
he’s dabbled in and out of band 
management (“I’m a people manager, 
so what’s the difference in managing 
people in hotels and managing 
artists,” he says) which he is now 
resurrecting with partner Andy Taylor 
- manager to Iron Maiden. 

Their company Twilight Zone is 
all about the rebuttal of The X Factor 
music scene. “It’s about taking people 
and putting them back to their roots,” 
he explains. “It’s all about organically 
growing things again and that’s what 
I find really exciting about London at 
the moment. Really exciting.” 

He begins to reminisce about a less 
sophisticated London. “You would 
pay twenty quid and you go into a 
nightclub where you got nothing for 
anything, you got abused and if you 
were lucky you got out without a 
bloody nose.” 

It’s this kind of behaviour that Fuller 
blames for our capital taking its time 
becoming one of the world’s ‘24- 
hour cities’ - “If you go to New York 


you can eat all night, you can go to 
jazz clubs” - but he is doing his bit to 
make this change. “That’s kind of why I 
moved into hotels. Sanctum Soho Hotel 
is basically a hotel club. It’s a 24-hour 
social scene.” He declares that in his 
hotel, anyone misbehaving is simply put 
to bed, giving everyone else the choice 
of how to spend their evening. 

“Suddenly we’re going, ‘Life’s too 
short, I want sit in the corner and 
drink coffee ‘til three o’clock in the 
morning’... It’s all changing and it’s 
changing for the good.” }

If there is one thing the British love, it’s knowing 
what the neighbours are getting up to. The twitching 
net curtains of suburbia may be a cliche, but 
there’s no doubt we can’t help ourselves. If there is 
another thing we love, it’s gardens. Even if we don’t 
necessarily like to garden, the thought of being in 
a lovely outdoor space on a warm summer’s day is 
irresistible. So combining the two is surely a winner, 
and this is the basis for the increased success of the 
Open Garden Squares Weekend. 

The event was started back in 1998 by ME sufferer 
Caroline Aldiss, who was struck by how calming 
and restorative her local garden square was 

- but only to those few residents with a key to gain 
access. Since then the event has grown substantially 
and extends from traditional London squares to 
roof gardens, allotments, and even meadows and 
woodlands that are usually closed to the public. 

It’s this diversity of venues that makes it such a 
great event, and with 212 gardens across the region 
the geographic spread is wide enough to ensure 
there is a venue close to just about everyone. 

The sense you are being let into a secret space 

- and therefore enjoying a privileged treat 


- pervades in many of the gardens. 

The roof gardens at the Ismaili Centre have 
become a favourite of ours, a traditional Islamic 
chahar-bagh (or four-part) garden perched above 
the traffic of the Brompton Road. It is one of the 
most restful places imaginable in such a busy part 
of town and testament to the power of gardens to 
soothe the soul. 

Closer to home the South London Botanical 
Institute at Tulse Hill is well worth a visit - don’t be 
put off by the grand-sounding name, the ‘institute’ 
is volunteer-run in a large old Victorian townhouse, 
with a fascinating range of plants in the small 
back garden and a herbarium and wonderful old 
botanical art within. A short walk away is Brockwell 
Park Community Gardens, where there will be 
kids activities and plant sales. The place you’re 
most likely to find me, though, is West Norwood 
Cemetery, enjoying a guided tour of this magnificent 
south London institution, which, despite being a 
last resting place, continues to be very much alive. }

EATING OUT 

Enjoy your food al fresco - as long as the rain stays away 


Ah, the joys of al fresco eating. Cold wine, cool 
shade and brilliant blue skies. As a gentle breeze 
plays through one’s hair, the only cloud on the 
horizon is a greedy dilemma - asparagus, draped in 
melted butter? Or fresh Poole prawns, pink and pert? 
This is lunch as pure, sybaritic pleasure, a gleaming 
vision of edible delight. But in London, it can be 
more wishful thinking than every day reality. 

On the rare days where our weather plays ball, 
a long outdoor lunch, the sort that lingers on, is a 
very splendid thing indeed. But just because you’re 
outside doesn’t mean you should suffer blazing 
discomfort, turning a vivid shade of pink while 
sweat dribbles down your nose. Coward was right 
about his ‘Mad Dogs and Englishmen’. Direct midday 
sun and lunch just don’t mix. That’s why shade is 
of paramount importance. Along with chilled grog, 
white, crisp and flinty. Or rose of the very palest 
hue. And a decent ice bucket, close enough to grab. 

The food, too, must fit the occasion. This is no 
time for hearty stews and soothing braises, rather 
a celebration of summer bounty. Grilled fish and 
gazpacho, green leaves and nutty new potatoes. 

Peas in the pod are equally fine, with a sweetness 
that sharpens the palate. And peppery radishes too. 
Many a happy meal has been spent at Quo Vadis 
(quovadissoho.co.uk), sitting out on Dean Street, 
watching Soho amble by. Now the great Jeremy Lee 
has moved over from Blueprint Cafe, there’s even 
more reason to book one of their tables outside. 

For a rather more Gallic take on all things piscine, 
get over to Richard Corrigan’s ever-dependable 
Bentleys (Bentleys.org). You won’t find native 
oysters at this time of year but his other shellfish 
is impeccable, and fish spanking fresh. 

If it’s Italian in the open air you’re after, 
then The River Cafe (rivercafe.co.uk) is peerless. 
Beautiful ingredients, beautifully cooked. Ok, so it’s 
not cheap, but I’ve never had so much as an average 
mouthful. A view of the Thames works mysterious 
wonders on the digestion too. 

For those of a more glamorous inclination, the 
outside tables at Scott’s are pretty swish. A magnet 
for celebrity smokers, they’re equipped with 
heat lamps to keep everything just right at night. 
There are heat lamps, too, at Rooftop at Boundary 
(theboundary.co.uk), and Welsh wool blankets. 
Good, grilled meat and fish, plus decent cocktails. 

A mere prawn omelette’s hurl from Boundary 
is Anna Hansen’s excellent Modern Pantry 




Petersham Nurseries, where the city seems a world away

(modernpantry.co.uk). I’d usually run a mile from 
fusion food, hand clamped firmly across mouth, 
but Hansen is a brilliant cook, melding ingredients 
and cultures with delectable skill. 

On the other side of town, in deepest Richmond, 
is Petersham Nurseries (petershamnurseries.com). 
The exceptionally talented Skye Gyngell has now 
left, but her replacement, Greg Malouf, is a master 
of Eastern Mediterranean food. Hopes are high for 
his Middle Eastern meets European menu. As for the 
setting... when the gardens are in full bloom, the city 
seems but a distant dream. 

And at this time of the year, the Edgware Road 
transforms into a mini Middle Eastern hub, the air 
thick with the smell of charred lamb and the smoke 
of a thousand shisha pipes. Grab a table outside, 
sit back and immerse yourself in another world. 

A surfeit of choice, marred only by a paucity of sun. }

Peckham resident Hannah Read-Baldrey and 
Brockley resident Christine Leech, who first met 
while working together at Hobbycraft magazine in 
2009, released their first book, Everything Alice: 

The Wonderland Book of Makes, last summer. 

Their follow-up book, Everything Oz: The Wizard 
Book of Makes & Bakes (Quadrille, £14.99), features 
50 makes and bakes inspired by The Wonderful 
Wizard of Oz, ranging from a Dress-up Dorothy Doll 
and Tin Woodman’s Heart Garland to a Cowardly 
Lion Hand, but it’s the Glow-In-The-Dark Emerald 
City Jelly that has caught our eye for the big day. 



Glow-in-the-Dark Emerald City Jelly recipe 

Dazzle your party guests with this marvellous jelly 
display and they will turn green with envy! 

Ingredients 

Tonic water with quinine 
Lime jelly mix 
UV light 

Selection of plastic sandcastle moulds 


Method 

1 . To make the jelly follow the instructions from the 
green jelly packet, but in the final stage add the 
tonic water instead of water. 

2. Using clean dry sandcastle moulds you can form 
cityscapes. If they are odd shapes and will not 
stand alone in the fridge, use a bowl and pad out 
with some kitchen roll to keep the mould flat. 

3 . Pour your jelly liquid into the moulds and allow 
to set in the fridge. The quinine in the jelly picks 
up UV light and appears to glow; it also gives a 
distinctive bitter taste, which goes well with the 
lime jelly. 

4 . Turn out your set jelly on a plate and turn down 
the lights, hold up your UV light to show off the 
Emerald City glow! 

KESTON KITCHEN 

Keston Kitchen’s Julia Ellis provides us with a 
classic Victoria sandwich recipe. For more recipes,

As I’m sure you discovered last summer during 
the royal wedding celebrations, a good dose of 
British patriotism is best served with cake. The 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee will inspire street parties 
and picnics all over the country, so there will be 
every opportunity for a spot of good old-fashioned 
British baking. And what better way to indulge your 
patriotic urges and nostalgia than with a Victoria 
Sponge? 

This classic cake has sadly been the victim of 
bland mass production and become overshadowed 
in recent times by more exotic cakes and tarts. But 
there really is nothing better than a homemade

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sponge. The warmth and smell that fills the kitchen 
as it bakes is divine. Eaten fresh on the day it is 
baked, it will be feathery light and melt in the 
mouth; the taste subtle but deliciously sweet. 

Making a sandwich with jam and cream is very 
simple, but it is certainly something every good 
British baker should have in their repertoire. 

Ingredients 

175g self-raising flour 
175g butter (at room temperature) 

175g caster sugar 
3 large eggs 

Jam and whipped cream for the filling (sliced 
strawberries and cream work, too) 

A dusting of icing sugar to finish 


You’ll also need 2 x 20cm (8 inch) sponge tins, 
at least 4cm deep, greased and lined with 
greaseproof paper. If you have smaller 18cm (7 
inch) tins, use 125g each of flour, sugar, butter and 
2 eggs. 

Method 

1 . Preheat the oven 170°C 

2. Cream the butter and sugar together until pale 
and fluffy (with an electric hand whisk or a 
wooden spoon, if you have good arm muscles). 

3 . Beat the eggs in a separate bowl and add them 
to the mixture gradually, beating after each 
addition. 

4 . Sift the flour then sift again into the bowl. Gently 
fold into the mixture, trying not to lose the air (a 
metal spoon is best). »> 
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5 . Divide the mixture equally between the prepared 
tins and cook for 25-30 minutes until springy 
when pressed in the centre. 

6 . Leave to cool for a moment then turn out onto a 
wire cooling rack. 

7 . When completely cooled, sandwich together with 
jam alone, or whip the cream and add that too. 

8 . Sift a little icing sugar over the top. 

TEA TIME TREATS 

Tea Time Treats (Ebury, £12.99) is released in June, 
a smidgen too late for your Jubilee party, but never 
fear, because Miss Hope has lent us her golden 
salmon sandwich recipe so you can get a head 
start. Hope and Greenwood’s first book, Life is Sweet , 
is a nostalgic collection of over 50 recipes 
for the best of Britain’s confectionery and 
chocolates; the second, Miss Hope's Chocolate 
Box , is a collection of 50 cocoa-based recipes. 

The latest has the stamp of approval from food 
writer, Brixton resident and huge south London 
fan, Jay Rayner: “Miss Hope is proper greedy and 
therefore exactly the sort of gal you want cooking 
up your tea for you,” he said. 

Golden Salmon Sandwiches with Mint Jelly 

A deep mist muffles down low over the purple 
heather-rolled hills of Scotland. Virginia McKenna 
is starving and cannot get to the shops - bad luck 
lassie. Deftly, she throws together a sandwich of 
smoked salmon and mint jelly, which she fries in 
butter. An unlikely combination, you may think. 

But wait... “Aye, it’s a wee winner!” she cries. 
Catching up her cloak and tarn, she sets out, 
uncaring of the treacherous weather, to Gordon 
Jackson’s castle for a celebratory dram of Irn Bru. 


Ingredients 

A little softened butter 
2 slices brown bread 

1 tbsp mint jelly 

2 small slices smoked salmon 
A little vegetable oil 

Serves 1; double up if the mist lifts and your mates 
can get over to your castle. Takes 10 minutes 
to make; plus 5 minutes to toss a caber. 

Method 

1 . Butter the slices of bread on the outside. 

Yes, the outside. 

2 . Spread the inside of one slice with the mint jelly, 
and rest the smoked salmon slices on top. 

3 . Sandwich the two bits of bread into a sandwich, 
obviously. 

4 . Heat a frying pan over a medium heat until rather 
hot, then add a splooshette of the oil. Slide the 
buttered-on-the-outside sandwich into the pan 
and cook for 2-3 minutes until the bottom of 
the sandwich is delightfully golden. 

5. Fling it over and fry until golden on the other 
side. 

6 . Slice and serve to Gordon Jackson, if he’s about. 

Low calorie option 

Butter the slices of bread on the inside. Spread 
one half with the mint jelly and wedge a couple 
of smoked salmon slices on top. Cover with peeled, 
finely sliced cucumber, season with freshly ground 
black pepper and put the other buttered slice of 
bread on top. Cut off the crusts, feed the salmon 
from these bits to the cat and cut the sandwich 
into probing fingers. }

Bye bye Black Cherry Bar (and RIP 
the Dulwich Cup fishbowl cocktail), 
hello The Draft House. It all seemed 
so sudden, but I do like a good 
beer. The Draft House, founded 
by Charlie McVeigh in 2007, is an 
independent micro-chain of four 
south London pubs specialising in 
fine beers from around the world. It 
was named Best Pub by Time Out 
in 2010, and I can see why. 


The menu is created to work 
well with beer - good, simple, 
full-flavoured food that’ll leave you 
good and satiated. And if you just 
fancy a snack, try tackling the 
foot-long pork scratchings. 

I ordered the onglet steak, which 
I now know to be the thick strip 
of meat from the underside of the 
cow, between the rib and the loin. 
Our helpful waitress informed us 
that it is best served medium rare, 
which is handy, since that’s my 
bag. The beef is 28-day dry-aged 
Speyside Angus and, chargrilled to 
striped perfection, it sliced easily, 
took little effort on the mastication 
front, and tasted wonderful. Some 
happy cows, I reckon. 

Sticking with the beef theme, 
my friend settled on The Poke 
- a hamburger special created 
from 8oz of Speyside Angus 
with crushed Bird’s Eye chillis, 

Old Amsterdam cheese and two 
chunky onion rings, all piled up 
high in a glazed, seeded bun. 


You can £ pimp’ your burger - or 
steak - with a selection of goodies 
including bacon, bearnaise 
and a fried egg for £1 each. 

We demurred, in favour of some 
twice-cooked chips. 

Each dish is listed on the menu 
with a recommended beer (a few 
wines feature too, because a bit 
of diplomacy just makes sense). 

My onglet was matched with St 
Lupulin, a very pale ale brewed 
in Colorado. Hoppy with fruity 
aromas, this is now my sunny day 
beer of choice. My friend’s burger 
was matched with a Lone Star 
lager, something light and easy to 
drink to counterbalance that chilli. 

And then on to dessert - a beer. 
I’ll usually run a mile from a fruit 
beer (sweet, oh so sweet!), but 
when pitched to me as a dessert 
beer, I saw it in a whole new 
light. One Belgian-brewed Floris 
Ninkeberry later, and I decided The 
Draft House would be seeing a lot 
more of me this summer...

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Nicholas Manley, associate director of Pedder, explains what it 
takes to be South East London’s premier agent 


The first quarter of 2012 has seen strong activity 
levels for property in South East London in the 
primary areas with a continuation of buyers 
migrating from North and West London. 

This migration is not only due to the relative 
affordability compared to other parts of London, but 
also due to the lack of available properties causing 
prices to rise. Compounding the supply issue is the 
fact that many vendors are still reluctant to place 
their property on the market until they see sight of an 
onward purchase. My advice to those thinking along 
those lines is don’t hold back, get your property on 
the market and under offer to place you in a strong 
buying position. 

Pedder, who lead the way in strategic marketing, 
have seen a resurgence of sealed bids with many 
of our properties resulting in offers regularly being 
agreed over the asking price. We have also seen a 
significant upsurge in first time buyers registering 
for flat purchases, but also similarly buyers looking 
between 800k and three million looking for a 
substantial family home. 

Demand for our high end properties is significant. 
Pedder manage successful launch days resulting in 
multiple viewings and timely sales. This is against 
other property marketed elsewhere, which remain 
on the market for months with agents who take a less 
proactive stance. 

The rental market remains strong in demand with 
the availability of properties to let mirroring the lack 
of supply in the residential sales market. We have 
also noticed an increase of distressed tenancies 
whereby unregulated agents have failed to act with

due care on behalf of their clients placing them in 
a precarious position. As a landlord myself, I would 
only use a Fully Bonded ARLA agent (Association 
of Residential Letting Agents) to ensure that one of 
my principle assets is handled in the correct manner 
by an agent who has opted to operate within strict 
codes of practice. Conversely I would not instruct an 
agent who favours ‘In house referencing’ whereby 
the agent carries out the references themselves. 

Landlords - if your property has been rented out 
for some time do call us to check whether you are 
receiving the current full market rent. I say this 
as I recently came across a tenancy whereby the 
agent had not advised his client about uplift in 
rents and was dismayed to find out he had been 
receiving £600pcm less than the current market rent 
generating a deficit of £7,200pa. }
